Centre plans 
in doubt over 
‘delays’ row

AN MP has said that it is time a 
new developer is brought in for 
the £250 million Grosvenor 
Centre expansion - as the entire 
scheme hangs in jeopardy. 

This week it was announced that 
Legal & General (L&G), the owners 
of the site, is delaying improve¬ 
ment works as it claims the scheme 
is not ‘economically viable’. 

On Tuesday, Northampton 
Borough Council leader David 
Mackintosh called on L&G to agree 
to an ‘urgent meeting’ to discuss 
the hold-up but yesterday Brian 
Binley, MP for Northampton South, 
said a new company should be 
found to carry out the extension. 

L&G has strongly disagreed with 
Mr Binley, saying any delays that 
have been caused in the past have 
not been down to them. 

Plans were first put forward in 
2000 by the then Labour council 
and it was hoped that L&G’s rede¬ 
velopment would be completed by 
2017. 



L&G has blamed recent retail 
administrations, including that of 
Clinton Cards, for the need for a 
reassessment of the plan and said a 
redesign of the proposal could 
mean it being a smaller project that 
could be done in a shorter space of 
time and for less money 

Mr Binley said: “I am bitterly 
disappointed; but not surprised. 
L&G has messed the plan about for 
years. 

“In that respect, this is positive. 
We now know where we stand. 
These people came to our town to 
make money but they had no 
thought for the wellbeing of the 


town. When you take a stake in a 
town you have a real responsibility 
and they haven’t understood that. 
We know that we have got a num¬ 
ber of other people interested in 
this and that is very hopeful. So we 
can go ahead with the plans with a 
new and much more committed 
property developer. 

“L&G has never given their side of 
the bargain. They have still got 
property in the town and I do not 
understand the business acumen. 

“It is very much in L&G’s interest 
for the site to be developed though 
it is in everybody’s interest that we 
do get ahead.” 

Simon Russian, head of retail 
development at L&G Property, said: 
“We don’t agree at all with Brian 
Binley We didn’t have an agree¬ 
ment with the borough council 
until 2009 and in the early 2000s 
there was the potential of it not 
going ahead because of the coun¬ 
cil. 

“The blame being pinned on us is 
unfair and not balanced. 

“At the end of the day we have a

Advert ban but Sofa King slogan stays 


Clarification: Road 
speeding figures 

LAST week we ran a story stating that 21 
buses had been found to be speeding along 
a road. 

It has since transpired that the councillor 
who passed us this information had 
misunderstood the police officer’s remarks 
and 21 vehicles had been caught speeding 
on Billing Brook Road, Northampton, 
including one bus. 

Police confirmed this figure on Friday. 

We are happy to put the record straight. 


THE Sofa King has vowed to keep using a 
phrase he’s banned from advertising. 

Mark Kypta owns the furniture store in 
Far Cotton, Northampton, and has said 
that the ban on using the contentious 
phrase in advertising won’t stop him using 
it in his shop and on delivery vans. 

He was reported to the Advertising 
Standards Agency [ASA] last August by 
three H&P readers for the slogan ‘Where 
the prices are Sofa King low’. 

In its written judgement, the ASA ruled 
the advert could be interpreted as using a 
derivative of a swear word, and was 
therefore ‘likely to cause serious or 
widespread offence’ and banned it. Mr 


Kypta, 42, appealed but despite being 
asked to reconsider its verdict by Sir 
Hayden Phillips, the ASA announced 
yesterday that it has upheld its earlier 
decision. 

The father-of-one said: “I don’t agree 
with the ASA’s decision. My lawyers don’t 
agree with and it would appear there was 
even a question in the mind of Sir Phillips. 
But I haven’t got the time or the money to 
fight a bunch of bureaucrats and launch a 
second appeal via a judicial review.” 

He added: “I will abide by the ASA ruling 
and I won’t rerun the advert. But I will 
never drop the slogan. It is a part of the 
business’s DNA and people love it.” 


Headteacher returns to 
school after suspension

A HEADTEACHER suspended from his 
current post amid child care claims at a 
school he worked at in the 1980s is back 
behind his desk - despite the investiga¬ 
tion continuing. 

Stephen Player was temporarily 
removed by governors from his role at 
Spratton Hall School in Smith Street, 
Spratton, earlier in the year after a large 
group of former students at a Suffolk 
special school made allegations against 
staff. 

Graham Underwood, chairman of 
Spratton Hall School’s governors, told the 
Herald & Post that Mr Player had 
returned to his position on June 1. 

He said: “The police investigation is 
likely to take a long time, so we under¬ 
stand. 

“The governors decided Mr Player was 
not a risk to the children at Spratton Hall 
and on that basis he has been 
reinstated. 

“His reinstatement is much to the 
delight of the staff, parents and children.” 

A Suffolk police spokesman confirmed 
the investigation was still ongoing. 

He said: “At this time no arrests have 


been made. The case is ongoing and is 
quite a large job. To date more than 60 
complainants have come forward.” 

Mr Player was employed at Oakwood 
Boys School in Stowmarket - which was 
closed in 2000 - in the 1980s. 


The allegations have nothing to do with 
his employment at Spratton Hall. The 
claims date back to the 1970s. 

The ex-students last year launched a 
£1 million compensation claim for severe 
psychiatric and emotional damage. 


Politicians blast council for demanding David asks for 
talks and 'squandering’ revamp’s progress commitment 


A POLITICAL row has broken out over the 
decision by the Conservative-led council to 
hold talks with the shopping centre’s owners. 

After Tuesday’s announcement by leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh, that he was calling on the 
Grosvenor Centre’s owners Legal & General 
[L&G] to meet with him about delays in the 
project, both the Labour and Liberal Democrat 
parties have stepped in to criticise his decision. 

And yesterday, the Labour group asked the 
council’s chief executive and Mayor Roger 
Conroy for an item to be added to next 
Thursday’s council meeting to discuss it. 

A borough council spokesman confirmed it 
was now down to the Mayor to agree to the 
request, but it would be unlikely that he would 
call an ‘extraordinary’ meeting before July. 

Cllr Mackintosh criticised previous 
administrations. 

He said: “Past groups have pandered to the 
needs of L&G and haven’t taken a firm line 
which has allowed it to get to this point. We 
will ask for reassurances from L&G and a 
timeline for moving forward and if they are 
unable to give a commitment then we need to 
look at other options.” 

Labour leader Cllr Terry Wire said it is now 


time to ‘rethink’ the town centre and to come 
up with a Plan B. 

He said: “As the main opposition group we will 
offer to meet with L&G and discuss with them 
just what has gone wrong. There are still many 
questions that are unanswered. This latest 
twist to the town centre development has 
made this council a laughing stock." 

Cllr Richard Church, the former Lib Dem 
planning chief, said: “The Liberal Democrats left 
the council with a development agreement 
signed and significant progress towards the 
redevelopment of the Grosvenor Centre. 

“It took several years of hard work to get to 
this point, and all this work has been 
squandered by a Conservative administration 
who entered office threatening to pull the plug 
on the Grosvenor development and are now 
running around in circles trying to save it. 

“The Conservative administration have lost 
the confidence of L&G to see this through. 

They took their eye off the ball and have let 
Northampton down badly. 

“The Grosvenor Centre development is the 
crucial building block of regenerating our town 
centre and this is Cllr Mackintosh’s last chance 
to show he has the leadership necessary to 
put the project back on track.”

THE president of the town’s rail 
users group is hopeful that a 
plan to restore the rail link to 
Bedford could move forward. 

Sally Keeble thinks opening the 
line between Northampton and 
Bedford could bring more possi¬ 
bilities to the region. 

Next month members of the 
Milton Keynes Rail Link 
Supporters Forum will meet to 
talk about taking action to 
re-open the old line connecting 
Bedford, Olney and 

Northampton. 

Mrs Keeble, who is president of 
Northampton Rail Users Group 
(NRUG), said: “This has been 



discussed for quite a while and a 
lot of people are interested as it 
provides an alternative way to 
travel to different areas. 

“I would hope that we can get

We 
could now get a lot further in the 
plans. I think it is important to 
keep it on the table.” 

However, chairman of NRUG 
MP Brian Binley said it was more 
important for Northampton to 
focus on the road links in the 
town as it is ‘expensive enough’ to 
travel by rail. 

The 21-mile long Midland 
Railway line formerly connecting 
Bedford and Northampton was 
closed in 1962 after 90 years of 
service. The cost of re-opening is 
estimated at around £275 million. 

The meeting will take place on 
July 10 at 1.15pm at The Eager 
Poet Pub, Neath Hill, Milton 
Keynes.

More than 50 firefighters dealt with the blaze at 
Fat Cats in Bridge Street, Northampton, in January 
and since then the road has only been opened to 
one way traffic. 

The building is supported by scaffolding and the 
first phase of work, which is expected to take 
around two weeks, will see the site made safe for 
construction workers so that businesses based 
there can begin their own repair work. 

Skips will be delivered and taken away from the 
site frequently while the work is taking place but 
machinery will be based in a courtyard away from 
the road and it is hoped that there will be minimal 
disruption to other businesses and road users. 

This preliminary work will pave the way for the 
removal of the scaffolding and hoarding and the 
eventual reopening of the road to two-way traffic. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, said: “I am 
delighted that progress is being made to let the 
bar owners whose premises were damaged, start 
to rebuild. 

“I am aware that the continued closure of one 
side of the road has affected businesses in the 
wider area and this is the critical first step 
towards returning Bridge Street to normal. 

“I will keep up the dialogue with 
Northamptonshire County Council and others 
involved to make sure that work goes ahead as 
quickly as possible.” 


Smuggler’s £250k 
of disguised drugs

A LAW graduate has been found 
guilty of smuggling almost a 
quarter of a million pounds 
worth of cocaine into the 
country. 

Christiana Ubah, 26, of 
Wellington Street, Northampton, 
was caught last November sign¬ 
ing for the package - which was 
delivered to the 02 shop in 
Abington Street where she 
worked - and contained the Class 
A drug. 

The cocaine had been disguised 
as a parcel of cosmetics. 

Ubah, who went to the 


University of Northampton, 
denied knowledge of what was in 
the delivery from her home coun¬ 
try of Nigeria. A transfer of £2,600 
was put into her bank account 
around the time the drugs would 
have been posted. 

Kate Tomkins, prosecuting, told 
the jury: “It is right that the pros¬ 
ecution do not know who sent the 
parcel. We cannot give you the 
name of that person. That person 
isn’t on trial. 

“But what we can be sure of 
about that person who sent the 
parcel is that he or she knew the 
defendant’s name and that she 
worked at an 02 shop and the 
address of that shop, and her tele¬ 


phone number and the defen¬ 
dant’s mother’s name and the 
defendant’s mother’s address and 
the fact the defendant’s mother 
would send parcels from Nigeria 
and those parcels would contain 
cosmetics. 

“We also know that the sender 
of the parcel trusted the defen¬ 
dant not to dispose of in any way 
the cocaine. You would not send 
that much cocaine to someone 
you didn’t trust. It is not plausi¬ 
ble.” 

Ubah was found guilty by the 
jury on Friday for conspiracy to 
supply Class A drugs and fraudu¬ 
lent evasion of a prohibition. She 
will be sentenced on June 28.

Domestic violence

EACH month Northampton¬ 
shire Police’s specialist 
Domestic Violence Unit investi¬ 
gates around 200 ‘high-risk’ 
cases. 

Last week, a court room at 
Northampton Magistrates’ Court 
was made available specifically 
for domestic violence cases and 


will hear such proceedings every 
Thursday for at least the next six 
months. 

The scheme has been given the 
go-ahead for a pilot period and 
police hope that it will increase 
the number of guilty pleas and 
also help victims to continue 
with their case. 

Detective Superintendent Phil 
Mills, head of the domestic 
violence unit, said that as cases 


can take a long time to come to 
court victims can often pull out 
of trying to secure a conviction. 

He said: “Sometimes a victim 
will no longer wish to support a 
prosecution against a partner, or 
ex-partner, in fear of reprisals or 
by the time cases get to court 
people have moved on with their 
lives and don’t want to revisit 
that.” 

He added that figures suggest 
that victims do not contact 
police to report that they are 
being subjected to domestic 
abuse until it has happened 35 
times. 

The idea of a specialist court is 
not new, many other courts in 
the country hold the same thing 
and DS Mills said he hopes in 
Northamptonshire conviction 
rates would go the same way as 
them - up. 

Wendy Lovell, chairwoman of 
Northampton Women’s Aid, 
backed up DS Mills. She said: 
“What it will mean is that if the 
police are going to take some¬ 
body to court or charge some¬ 
body it will go into a special 
court dealing with domestic 
violence. 

“Previously, victims might have 
had to wait a long time for a trial 
to come to court and it is hoped 
that this specialist court will get 
people in much quicker. That is 
the important thing.

“Because clearly if somebody is 
brave enough to call the police 
and then the police charge the 
offender if you have to wait a 
long time to see a result it can be 
very, very hard on the women.

Already trees have been felled, 
the toilets opposite the car park 
have been closed and the stairs 
from the lower level of the 
Mayorhold car park have been 
shut off, why? I would suggest 
that a temporary bus station is 
put on the car park on the Mounts 
while the new shopping centre is 
actually being built and the new 
bus station incorporated into the 
new shopping centre in the same 
way as the present (very practical 
if not very pretty] one is. 


The money saved on what the 
council will have to pay the bus 
companies in compensation 
would cover a lot of the cost. 

I am also annoyed that the 
council has given permission to 
build student flats on St John’s 
surface car park which will have a 
very bad effect on the theatres 
and local shops/businesses and 
houses. 

Are they really so naive as to 
think that the students who live 
there will not have cars? 

The new accommodation should 
be built on the new university site 
or the old post office site with 
room for adequate parking 
facilities and without causing any 
loss of parking in the town centre.

It was what he was asked but a 
sledgehammer approach was 
short-sighted. The politicians 
thought that everyone would have a 
car. This was typical political short¬ 
sightedness: what would we do with 
all the cars and what about the 
increasingly aging population. 

Our long distance network was 
streamlined and the GCR closed. 
Now WCML does have sufficient 
capacity. Some closures were 
bizarre, like the Oxford Cambridge 
link. I seem to remember Labour 
did this over Beeching’s head. 

Other short-sighted closures 
include the line from Northampton 
to Bedford, where it was treated as a 
shuttle between the two towns 
(which, per se, was unviable) 
instead of an alternative route to 
London. 

I fully agree with Jack that we do 
need to open up more lines. This 
needs carefully thinking out and 
prioritising. With thought and polit¬ 
ical will, we could, and should, 
open more stations. Every time a 
train stops, it slows down the jour¬ 
ney. There is a good case for having 
a station at Wymington but the 
mechanics of operating a service 
need to be considered. 

We must put thought into whether 
we open lines as traditional rail, use 
buses or consider using trams or 
tram-trains. 

Tram technology has taken vast 
strides in recent years we have seen 
successful systems in places like 
Nottingham. 

With Northampton set to reach 
300,000 souls and the aforemen¬ 
tioned technology advances we 
should revisit the ancient view that 
northampton is too small for a tram 
system.

A WOMAN has been 
jailed for two years and 
six months for stealing 
more than £500,000 from 
her own dad’s firm. 

Samantha Jess, 39, of 
Battalion Drive, Wootton, 
Northampton, was jailed 
at Amersham Crown 
Court on Monday, after 
admitting one count of 
theft. 

Between 2006 and 2011, 
Jess was employed in the 
role of financial director at 
Brett Communications - a 
family business based in 
Milton Keynes run by her 
father. 

During this time she 


transferred £514,655.85 
into her personal 
accounts and tried to 
disguise the transactions 
by using the names of 
suppliers. 

Jess used the money to 
fund her lifestyle, which 
included luxury holidays 
abroad and shopping 
trips. 

Investigating 
officer Detective 
Constable Gar¬ 
eth Suffling, 
based at 
Milton Keynes 
CID, said: 

“This is an 
exceptionally 
sad case in 
which Sam¬ 
antha Jess 


completely destroyed the 
trust placed in her by her 
father. 

“During her time work¬ 
ing for the company she 
stole an exceptionally 
large amount of money 
for no other reason than 
pure greed. She used the 
money to fund lavish holi¬ 
days and expensive 
shopping trips, 
often spending 
hundreds of 
pounds at a time.

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department.

Rugby chiefs out to force change in 
Europe as Mallinder eyes tough pool 


RUGBY UNION 

JIM Mallinder displayed his usual cautious 
optimism after Northampton Saints’ pool 
opponents for next season’s Heineken Cup 
were revealed. Yet how much longer they 
and their English counterparts will be 
continuing to test themselves against the 
cream of Europe remains to be seen, writes 
Marc Bazeley. 

Tuesday’s draw at the Aviva Stadium in 
Dublin, which will host the 2013 final, had a 
not unsubstantial cloud hanging over it after 
Premiership Rugby had confirmed the day 
before that they had indeed served their 
two-year notice to quit the accord that 
governs both the Heineken and Amlin 
Challege Cup competitions. 

The statement from Premiership chief 
executive Mark McCafferty was released 
just as the England football team were 
about to kick off their Euro 2012 campaign 
against France - a time, the cynics may 
argue, which was a good one to bury bad 
news - and it is these two nations that are 
angling for change. 

The main sticking point is the qualification 
criteria. The Aviva Premiership and French 
Top 14 want to make it so that only the top 
six from their leagues and the Prol2, plus 
the previous year’s Heineken Cup and Amlin 
Challenge Cup winners qualify for a 
slimmed-down 20-team tournament, with 
the rest playing in the second-tier 
competition. 

It is the Celtic nations and Italy that would 
be most affected by this change in criteria 
and reduction of teams competing by four. 
Currently the three highest-placed Welsh 
regions and Irish provinces in the Prol2 
qualify, while the two Scottish and two 
Italian sides are guaranteed entry 
regardless of where they finish. 

That, so the argument goes, puts 
Premiership sides at a disadvantage in 
terms of squad rotation options, as English 
sides must finish in the top six to be 
guaranteed a place at the continent’s top- 
table. The two-year clock is now ticking as 
they attempt to force a deal. 

Not that those proposed changes would 
have had any effect on the composition of 
Northampton’s group for the 2012/13 
tournament as fellow Pool Four sides Ulster, 
Glasgow Warriors and Castres Olympique 
all finished in the top six of their respective 
leagues. 

“It is a challenging pool for us and we will 
have to play well to progress to the knock¬ 
out stages,” said Saints director of rugby 
Mallinder, reflecting on the draw. 

“However we know we have a squad 
which can compete in this pool. Our core 
group of players has been together for a 
number of years now and is determined to 
improve and achieve better things in 
2012/13. We have added more international 
experience and the end of the last 
campaign showed that our youngsters can 
step up to the mark, too. So while it is a 
challenging European draw for us we will be

feeling positive going into next season’s 
Heineken Cup.” 

The matches against Ulster will see a 
reunion with Roger Wilson, who left 
Franklin’s Gardens this summer to return to 
his home province after four years. Glasgow 
are slightly less familiar opponents, with 
Northampton last facing the Scottish side 
during the 2004/05 pool stage, beating 
them twice. 

But this will be the third time in as many 
seasons that the Saints have to square off 
against Castres in their group. Perhaps 
ridiculous rules that rigidly engineer which 
teams can and can’t be drawn against each 
other in the pool stages need overhauling 
before anything else. 

■ PAUL Doran Jones helped England to a 
convincing 54-26 victory over the South 
African Southern Barbarians in their 
midweek tour match yesterday. 

The Northampton Saints prop was named 
in the starting line-up for the match in 
Kimberley, having been on the bench for 
last Saturday’s first test against South 
Africa.

MOTO GP

SO far in 2012, the MotoGP season has been a two-way 
battle between defending champion Casey Stoner and 
Jorge Lorenzo. But ahead of Sunday’s British motorcy¬ 
cle Grand Prix at Silverstone, they are two men whose 
careers are moving in very different directions. 

It is just under a month since 26-year-old Stoner 
stunned the racing world with the announcement that 
he will retire from the sport at the end of the year, citing 
a loss of passion. Meanwhile, Lorenzo - one year his jun¬ 
ior - has this week agreed a two-year contract extension 
that will keep him with Yamaha until the end of 2014. 

They are also very different characters. Lorenzo is the 
man renowned for his outlandish victory celebrations 
and bitter rivalries with Italian great Valentino Rossi and 


the late Marco Simoncelli, while Stoner is more than 
content to stay out of the limelight and prefers to let his 
racing do the talking. 

This year though, one common factor is that the pair 
have been virtually untouchable, dominating the top 
step of the podium in the first five rounds. Indeed, 
Stoner’s Repsol Honda team-mate Dani Pedrosa is the 
only man clinging, perhaps in vain, onto their coattails 
in the championship standings heading into round six of 
the season. 

And since the British MotoGP round returned to 
Silverstone two years ago it has been these two that have 
been victorious, with Lorenzo cruising to the win by 
seven seconds in 2010 before pole sitter Stoner tri¬ 
umphed last year. If either believes in omens, then one 
could be that the winner of those races would go onto be 
crowned that year’s series champion. 

Currendy Lorenzo, aiming for his second MotoGP 
crown, leads the way with 115 points after claiming his

if the selectors take that into account. The 
Australian team is here in a few days’ time 
so it’s a good time to be in form. 

“It’s nice to get back into a bit of form in 
the IPL.

FORMULA ONE 

TYRE trouble hampered Force India in Montreal on 
Sunday as both Paul di Resta and Nico Hulkenberg 
finished outside of the points at the Canadian Grand Prix. 

Di Resta had qualified eighth and was running in the 
top five in the early part of the race, only for him to 
suffer rapid degradation with the super-soft Pirelli tyres. 

The British racer then struggled for speed on the soft 
tyres and had to settle for an 11th place finish after 
dropping down the field, saying: “I think we all feel a bit 
disappointed to miss out on points. 

“To qualify eighth and run as high as fifth shows we 
were well placed and things were running smoothly for 
the first few laps. Then I seemed to suffer with some 
high tyre degradation on the super-softs so we pitted 
quite early, but on the soft tyres we just didn’t have the 
performance to race the cars around us and we slipped 


back. It’s a missed opportunity but sometimes you get 
weekends like this. We need to go away and analyse 
things, lift our heads high and bounce back harder next 
time.” 

Team-mate Hulkenberg also had similar problems, 
although he did at least manage to improve one place on 
his qualifying position of 13th. 

He said: “We thought we could get in the points, but 
every race is hard to predict this year and we were not 
able to deliver what we hoped for. 

“Ultimately we didn’t have enough speed and suffered 
with high tyre wear compared to the cars around us. 

“We had to do a two-stop strategy while a lot of our 
rivals were able to stop once and they got a big benefit 
from that.” 

The Formula One season now moves onto the 
European Grand Prix around the streets of Valencia on 
June 22. 



































third win of the season last time out in the Catalan Grand 
Prix at Barcelona. In fact, even the two races that Stoner 
won - Spain and Portugal - saw the 2010 champion 
come home second. 

Barring some sudden u-turn, this is two-time champ 
Stoner’s last chance to claim the title and go joint-fifth 
with American greats Kenny Roberts and Wayne Rainey 
in the all-time list of Grand Prix motorcycle World 
Champions. Few would bet against the hugely talented 
rider - the only man to win the MotoGP crown on the 
wretched Ducati since they returned to MotoGP nine 
years ago - taking the fight to the wire. 

There is little reason to believe that this weekend’s race 
will be anything but a battle between the top two again, 
and it will take something special for the British duo of 
Tech 3 Yamaha’s Cal Crutchlow and Paul Bird Motorsport 
rider James Ellison to secure a home victory. 

Perhaps somewhat surprisingly, there has never been a 


British victor in the main race since it switched to a per¬ 
manent circuit from the streets of the Isle of Man in 1977. 
Not unless Rossi’s three consecutive wins at the turn of 
the century are counted as back then - as Channel 5 
would constantly remind viewers when they held the 
television rights - the future seven-time champion was 
living in London. 

Perhaps Crutchlow, who has four top-five finishes this 
year, can become the first Brit to earn a podium finish 
since Jeremy McWilliams did so at a rain-swept 
Donington 12 years ago. Whatever happens there 
though, it is almost certain to be all about Lorenzo and 
Stoner again - the two stars of MotoGP with two very dif¬ 
ferent futures.

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Contract snub 
paves way for 
Jacobs exit

MICHAEL Jacobs now seems certain to be 
leaving Northampton Town this summer 
after officially rejecting the offer of a new 
contract with the club. 

The 20-year-old midfielder’s deal expired 
at the end of the season and unsurprising¬ 
ly he has attracted plenty of interest from 
sides at Championship and Premier 
League level. 

The likes of Derby County and 
Peterborough United have been previous¬ 
ly linked as possible destinations for the 
highly-sought after Jacobs. 

Northampton had been in negotiations 
with the Rothwell-born player, and man¬ 
ager Aidy Boothroyd was understandably 
keen to keep hold of one of his prize assets. 

But yesterday lunchtime the club con¬ 
firmed that Jacobs had turned down what 
was described as “a substantially 
improved new contract offer.” 

A product of the Northampton youth 
system, Jacobs was handed his debut for 
the club in a Johnstone’s Paint Trophy tie 
at home to Bournemouth in September 
2009. 

He made his Football League debut in 
the first game of the following season at 
home to Torquay United and quickly 
established himself as a regular in the first 
team. 

Jacobs’ first Cobblers goal came in the 
League Cup first round tie at home to 
Brighton & Hove Albion three days later. 

And he would follow that up by scoring 
their second goal away to Liverpool in 
round three before knocking out the 
Premier League giants on penalties. 

The skilful winger was a regular under 


managers Ian Sampson, Gary Johnson and 
current Town boss Boothroyd, and in the 
season just gone had racked up 50 appear¬ 
ances. 

Jacobs was also honoured with the club’s 
Player of the Season Award in 2011 /12, but 
after 100 appearances and 15 goals he now 
looks to be bidding farewell. 

Although Jacobs is technically a free 
agent, Northampton are still entitled to a 
fee for him from his future club as he is 
under the age of 24. 

Boothroyd has previously stated that he 
will not allow Jacobs to depart for less than 
what both him and chairman David 
Cardoza feel is a fair amount of money. 

Should the Cobblers and any club that 
wants to sign him be unable to agree a fee 
then it would have to be decided by a tri¬ 
bunal. 

All parties are naturally keen to avoid that 
situation, but should it come to that then it 
is likely that it would favour Northampton 
for reasons including the length of time 
Jacobs has been with the club and the size 
of the offer made to him. 

■ NORTHAMPTON will find out their 
opponents for the first round of the 
Capital One Cup today, with the fixture list 
for the 2012/13 League Two season 
released on Monday. 

For the first time ever the League Cup 
will start the season on the week com¬ 
mencing August 13, with the Football 
League programme kicking off on 
Saturday, August 18.

But after coming back strong in the 
IPL, White now aims to catch the eye of 
the Australia selectors and earn a 
baggy green cap when his countrymen 
arrive in England for the upcoming five- 
match, one-day international series. 

He said: “I’m coming off a good IPL 
and if I can continue with some of that 
form here then hopefully that can help
